Those. ¥h7 “rem@mber ths départment tof 
Egyptian//and Assyrian antiqnities ‘in the 
British, Museum ini the o!d days, during the 
directorship of Dr. “Birch, will Fecollect that 
as acqdisitions arrivel they were simply 
damped into the moseom, ‘and that owing to 
insufficiency cf staff and pother reasons fall 
nse. was not made of the valuable information 
acquired, and the objects were not.arranged in 
any consecative order. When the great revival 
of interestin Egyptian antiquities took place, 
however, after the Egyptian war, a flood of 
relics poured into tha national treasure house, 
and the authorities. of the British Muassam 
decided ta set their house inorder. 

With. the view of making the oillection 
yaloable not.only to the récondite archeologist 
and antiquarian, but also. as ‘a great eflaca- 
tional institution, they inangurated a new 

- policy, the immediate effect of which is that 
each gallery.and room in the department bas 
_ been overhauled in the coursa‘of the last 16 
yearg. Practically every room has bean fitted 
with new cares,and the objects aye'now éxhibit- 
odin a manner which enables-them to be seen 
and appreciated. ‘They were never so well 
seen-before. In addition to this, the trustegs 
ordered thatvevery objact. should ba labelled 
| fally, and this work has besa going on steadily 

now fof a considgrabla number of years. Year 
by year, -firat the Nineveh gallery, then the 
Nimroud gallery, the Assyrian saloon, the 
Babylonian room, ‘and the four Ezyptian 
fodms one by one emerge from the hends of 
the Authorities rearranged and relabelled. It 
has been pleasing‘also to note the appearance 
of three excellent guide books, fally illuatrat- 
ed, relating to the antiqnities exhibited in 
the rooms referred to. : 

But it is in the Egyptian Gallery, which for 
many years remained in the same condition, 
that the. change is most marked. A oom- 
prehsnaive system of re-arrangément is here 
manifast. The vestibale, which was formerly a 
sort of storeroom for antignities of all periode, 
has been emptied and refilled with cases, and 
has a new bat pricstess collection of monu- 
ments of the first six dynasties of Egyptian 
civilisation. One may bé mistaken, but one 
does not remember having .seen anything 
aimilar to the fivest of these objects anywhere 
“else, except in Cairo. The ‘Mastaba door cf 
P-tah-mes i3 at oncé a valnable, historical, 

* and interesting object. Walking down the 
gallery from north to south, a great many new 
objects af to ba seen, “and. these, it is under- 
stood, have been acqnired within the last few 
years. ‘The authorities are making the re- 
arrapgement chronologically, and in order to 
carry their plan out syatematitally’they have 

-fuond it pecessary to practically move torward 
the greater nomber of the objects by two or 
three bays or divisions of the gallery. 

Despite tha efferts of the toreigner to ont 
bid ug in the Egyptian antiqnity market, it 
is eatisfactory to Observe that the acqnisition 
of treasures by the stees goes on steadily. 
And this is as it should be, for the edaca- 
tional value of thy deparfment is considerable. 
The Assyrian and Babylonian objects appeal 
to every student. in the world, and fonr fifths 
of all’ the history of thesé two countries

Unquestionably the pub'io is getting fall 
valoe for the meagre amount of money voted 
for the musenm. The director, Sir Edward 
Maande ‘Thompson, and the keeper of the 
department, Dr. Wallis Badge, are to be. con- 
gratu'ated npou the success. which has atterid- 
ed their efforts to popalarise the most ancient 
and valuable collection of antiquities in, the 
world.
